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NEW LIBRARY HOURS 


New public service hours in the National Library of 
Medicine are effective on September 1, 1957: 


Weekdays, Monday through Friday 8:30 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
Saturdays 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
The Library is closed to the public on Sundays and holidays. 


Students and other users will now be able to use the 
material in the collection during evening hours’ throughout 
the week, an accommodation for which there has long been a 
demand. 


CALENDAR OF EVENTS 


September 1 - The new policy of the National Library of 
Medicine on interlibrary loans and photoduplication 
service becomes effective. Thereafter, no loan or pho- 
toduplication request will be accepted directly from 
individuals; all requests will be channeled through 
other libraries. The NIM will, in all cases, decide 
whether to loan original works or copies thereof, ‘and 
service will be rendered on a completely free basis. 


September 3 - The Library's new Internship Program begins. 
Miss Vivian M. Buggs from the University of Michigan, 
Miss Ann N. Curtis from the University of California, 
and Mr. William Wiedman from Columbia University will 
start a year of work and study which will take them in- 
to all departments of the National Library of Medicine, 
and which will involve them in seminars, a language 
course, and visits to other representative libraries. 


September 4-6 - Library Buildings Institute at Rutgers Uni- 
versity. Mr. Robert W. Severance, Special Assistant 
for Building Plans at NIM (who next month will become 
the new Director of the Air University Library at Max- 
well Air Force Base, Alabama) will make a presentation 
on plans for the new NLM building. 
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September 9 - The Basic Science Class of the Walter Reed 


Army Institute of Research will meet at the National 
Library of Medicine. 


September 13 - The Director gives the dedicatory address 
at the opening of the new University of Kansas Medical 
Library, Kansas City. 


September 15 - The National Library of Medicine Catalog 
for 1956 will be published. There were 15,794 entries 
prepared for this issue, and the arrangement is again 
by authors and by subjects. Copies of the Catalog may 
be ordered from the Card Division of the Library of 
Congress at $17.50. 


September 17 - Harvey Tercentenary Celebration at the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health, under the joint sponsor- 
ship of the National Heart Institute and the National 
Library of Medicine. Speakers will include Charles D, 
O'Malley (Stanford), Frederick G. Kilgour (Yale), 
Chauncey D. Leake (Ohio State), André Cournand (Colw- 
bia), Theodore F. Hilbish (NIH), John C. Gibbon, Jr. 
(Jefferson), and C,. Walton Lillehei (Minnesota). A 
new color-fiim on Harvey will be shown, and there will 
be an extensive exhibit on Harvey's life and works. 


September 18 - The Director will attend the third meeting 
of the Cardiovascular Literature Project Committee, 
under the Chairmanship of Dr. Chauncey D. Leake, at 
the National Academy of Sciences. 


September 23 - The fourth meeting of the Board of Regents 
of the National Library of Medicine will be held at the 
Library. 


SECOND COURSE IN MEDICAL LIBRARIANSHIP 


All medical librarianship benefits from instruction to 
medical librarians in medical bibliography and reference, 
and this year the National Library of Medicine cooperated 
with the Catholic University of America in offering such a 
course at the Library, under the tutelage of Miss Estelle 
Brodman. Twenty-three students enrolled for the spring 
course and fourteen were present during the summer semester 
(July 1 to August 9). The summer students, all from medi- 
cal or allied sciences libraries, came from several for- 
eign countries (Bolivia, Israel, Panama) and from the states 
of California, Missouri, Nebraska, North Dakota, and Wiscon- 
sin. All of these students returned to their posts at the 
end of the course... Although Miss Brodman expects to re- 
main in the United States this year after all, this course 
will not be offered again during the coming academic terms. 
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BIBLIOGRAPHY OF MEDICAL REVIEWS 


One year ago the experimental first issue of Bibliogra- 
phy of Medical Reviews, 1955 made its appearance. It ccn- 
tained citations for about 1,100 review articles, was enthu- 
siastically received, and the edition of 1,500 copies was 
goon exhausted. It was decided to continue the venture as a 
regular annual publication of the National Library of Medi- 
cine. 





Bibliography of Medical Reviews, 1956 has now appeared. 
The size of this issue is substantially greater than that of 
its predecessor (1,800 articles are listed), and a larger 
edition has been ordered. This volume may be obtained from 
the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, 
for sixty cents. 





Internal format and arrangement remain about the same 
as before. Complete citations, with translations of foreign 
titles, appear under subject headings derived from the Cur- 
rent List, and cross references are generously provided. 


Work is in progress for the next volume, which will 
cover review articles in medicine appearing during 1957. 
The 1957 volume will for the first time go beyond journal 
titles indexed in the Current List for its material; about 
300 review articles in this category have already been pro- 
cessed. 





ANNUAL REPORT 


The Annual Report of the National Library of Medicine 
for Fiscal Year 1957 has just appeared. Whereas previous 
reports have been developed on a calendar year basis, with 
this issue the fiscal year base becomes standard. 


HARVEY TERCENTENARY EXHIBIT
